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THE TRANSLATOR'S PREFACE . 



piNHORN'S ^^Olath Tamid," published here in a 
""^ new English translation, has won for itself a 
unique place among the many modern prayer-hooks, 
and regardless of the question of its further reten- 
tion in the synagogues of our American congrega- 
tions, it deserves to be made accessible to American 
Israel, and to be preserved in a form worthy of the 
German original. Its characteristic distinctions have 
often been recognized. It mirrors the great mind 
and man whose verv soul — it is not too much to 
say — ^found incarnation in the pages of the book. 
Jewish to the core, deeply convinced of the glor- 
ious responsibility inc^umbent upon Israel for the 
rearing of the temple of humanity, Einhorn in his 
ritual has given us in truth, an epitome of the 
aspirations and beliefs of modern Judaism which, 
while conscious of the glories of its past, is at 
the same time keenly alive to its duty to the larger 
future of a united mankind. In bringing out this 
twofold, though fundamentally but one, ambition of 
modern Judaism, to be both Jewish and cosmo- 
politan, Einhorn's Prayer-Book escaped the danger 
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of lapsing into counterfeit Unitarianism and arti- 
ficial emotionalism. It stands on the solid rock of 
Jewish thought and experience, and draws thence 
its power unexcelled to inspire. 

This translation pretends to be nothing more than 
what the word implies. Inspection will show the 
departures from the original to have been few. The 
changes introduced were suggested by the desire to 
adapt the book more readily to its practical uses. 
For this reason, in Part II, the full text of the hymns 
has been added. The hymns are partly original by 
the translator, partly they are adaptations and trans- 
lations from the German, made by him ; a few have 
been taken from the translator's scrap-book, and are 
from the pen of anonymous contributors to period- 
ical literature. It will also be noticed that many of 
the Hebrew poems which in the German edition are 
rendered in rhymed prose, are here presented in a 
metrical form. For this, the translator, too, is 
responsible. He trusts that his attempts in this 
direction will not be found too much below the high 
plane of their surroundings. It may have been a 
hazardous venture on his part, to add a few prayers 
not found in the original. This was done in 
order to meet the demand expressed by some of 
the colleagues of varying occasionally the text of 
the prayers read. These additional prayers will be 
found to be recasts, largely, of thoughts expressed 
by Einhom, and to follow his own method of utiliz- 
ing Biblical passages. The Week-Day Service, as 
here given, is also an enlargement of the formula 
contained in the German edition. In some of the 
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congregations using Einhorn's ritual, the Week-Day 
(Sunday) Service has become a permanent institu- 
tion ; and it was with a view of meeting this circum- 
stance that the translator made bold to introduce 
what changes he has. The order of " Taking out the 
Scroll " differs also from that in the German. The 
reasons whicli prompted this revision are plain. To 
make the choral features a more prominent part 
seemed desirable. The responses assigned to the 
choir, have been, as far as possible, rendered in the 
rhythm of the German original so that the music 
written for the German text can be used also for 
the English. 

We know that there will always be a few congre- 
gations that will continue to love their Einhorn ; for 
many decades they have by this book been led to the 
fount of true edification. They know no reason why 
they should now exchange their old and well-tried 
friend for a new-comer that, at its best, can only give 
what the old possesses so abundantly. For them, 
also, this new English translation was made. To 
them, it is dedicated. The translator will be amply 
rewarded for his labors if in the new language, the 
Prayer-Book will win its way into the heart of all — 
who have learned to love it in its original tongue. 
To the memory of its sainted author be it inscribed 
in its new English guise.

Tfie Minister, 

With profound emotion, Lord, we remember in 
this hour the dire day of desolation on which the 
enemy entered Thy stronghold, giving over Thy 
sanctuary a prey to devouring fiaines. Then was 
left disconsolate the populous city, the beauty of all 
the lands, like a sorrowing widow. Then was laid 
low the pride and crown of Israel, the magnificent 
temple on Moriah's proud height, in which the scions 
of Abraham used to praise the glory of Thy name 
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at a time when none of the nations knew Thee; 
then fell the home of light, with the ark of 
the divine testimony, the Cherubim with wings 
turned heavenward, the altar of atoning sacrifices, 
the candlestick with the seven flaming tongues. 
Then was hushed in silence the lovely song of the 
Levites which had during so many years risen to 
heaven in choruses thousand-voiced, only the woeful 
lament of priests, robbed of their office and orna- 
ments, resounded, and the wails and groans of the 
homeless children of Thy people awakened a dole- 
ful echo. O, heavy and bitter was the fete which 
befell the house of Jacob on that day. With bleed- 
ing hearts they wandered forth to seek strange lands 
void of love, like sons disowned by their father, 
everywhere meeting the fury of hostile nations, 
everywhere made to drain the cup of suffering, 
forced to wear the garb and walk the gait of servi- 
tude, stricken and stung to death, so that, in their 
deep distress, they often cried out unto Thee : Thou 
hast thrust me into a deep i)it, into a dark abyss ; 
Thy wrath is upon me, and all Thy waves afflict 
me ; Thou hast driven from me all my friends, and 
rendered me an abomination unto them; I am im- 
prisoned, and cannot move; my eye is grown dim 
from weeping ; I cry unto Thee every day, O God, and 
stretch my hands towards Thee ; wilt Thou work 
miracles for the dead? shall shades arise and praise 
Thee? why, O Lord, castest Thou off my soul, and 
hidest Thou Thy face from me? Lover and friend 
hast Thou taken from me; and darkness is my sole 
confidant. Truly, indescribable are the sufferings 
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Israel hath endured in the weary years of his wan- 
dering. He, once the bearer of the royal purple, be- 
came the pitiful butt of pitiless assaults ; his eye, once 
beaming with the light of happiness, was changed in- 
to an ever-flowing fountain of tears. Whithersoever 
his fugitive foot carried him, he found but the yoke of 
oppression, the curse of hatred, the poisoned arrow 
of calumny ; and thousands and thousands of his 
sons and daughters had to lay down their life and 
possessions in the combat for Thee and Thy holy 
law — they were swifter than eagles, stronger than 
lions, in the fulfilment of Thy sublime will ; insep- 
arable, in life and in death, from their loyalty to 
Thee, O Inscrutable One. For they knew that Thou 
wilt bring forth light out of darkness, and wilt 
also lead Thy people from the deepest depths of 
humiliation to a most glorious triumph. This up- 
lifting thought is also the source of our consolation, 
the stay of our courage, and the wing of our hope; 
it changeth our mourning into rejoicing, our lament- 
ing into dancing. However deeply and painfully 
our soul is moved by the recollection of the unutter- 
able grief with which our ancestors went forth from 
their beloved Zion, their house, to go into the vast 
wilderness of heathen nations; doomed to tread the 
thorny path of martyrdom, — in all these sore trials 
we recognize Thy guiding, fatherly hand, means for 
the fulfilment of Thy inviolable promises and the 
glorification of Thy name and Thy law before the 
eyes of all nations. Verily, not as a disinherited 
son. Thy first-bom went out into strange lands, but 
as Thy messenger to all the families of man. Israel 
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was no longer to dwell in separation from all the rest 
of Thy children, who were languishing in darkness 
and folly ; he was to spread abroad the stream of his 
salvation, and become himself the carrier of the re- 
freshing waters of healing powers. The one temple 
in Jerusalem sank into the dust, in order that coimt- 
less temples might arise to Thy honor and glory all 
over the wide surface of the globe. The old priestly 
dignity was taken away and the old sacrificial wor- 
ship ceased, but in their stead the whole community, 
in accordance with its original distinction, became 
a priest and was called upon to offer up those sac- 
rifices which are more acceptable in Thy sight than 
thousands of rivers of oil, the sacrifices of active 
love to God and man, the sacrifices of pure and 
pious conduct, which, even in extremity and death 
will not deviate from the path of truth, the sacri- 
fices of an unparalleled allegiance to God with 
which the centuries have become vocal. The true 
and real sanctuary. Thy imperishable testimony, re- 
mained ours, untouched and undimmed. It as- 
sumed a new glory and emerged purer and in 
increased splendor from the flames. It was freed 
from the encircling walls which had shut it in and 
hidden its glory from the eyes of the millions of 
beings created in Thy image. These to lift up to 
the recognition of their dignity as men and to 
bring them into the fold of Thy spiritual peo- 
ple united in love and righteousness. Thy priest, 
Israel, had to go out among them, and speak 
before them Thy message of duty and righteous- 
ness. The flames which consumed Zion, lit up the 
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birth-hour of Israel as the suffering Messiah of all 
mankind.

In this our hope, this day 
of mourning and of fasting, hath, according to the 
word of Thy prophet, been turned into a solemn day 
of rejoicing in view of the glorious destiny of Thy law 
and our high messianic mission which had its begin- 
ning with the historic events which we recall to-day. 
Though this sublime mission hath entailed on us 
bitter sacrifices, and long be the way we still have to 
traverse— our heart is full of profoundest gratitude 
for Thine infinite grace which hath found us worthy 
to be sacrificing priests for all mankind. Our trust 
remaineth firm in Thy promise that one day all who 
are endowed with Thy breath will bow down before 
Thee. Vouchsafe, O God, that all Israel may recog- 
nize this, the goal of its wanderings and pursue it 
with united strength and cheerful courage. Let his 
mourning end wherever he is still languishing be- 
neath the oppression of hatred, and to the better 
thought open the eyes of those who deem Thy mes- 
senger still cast out from before Thy countenance, and 
would have him return to the narrow home where 
his cradle once stood, without his true aim as a princQ 
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of God and depriving him of his world-blessing 
duty. O, strengthen us all for Thy service, invigor- 
ate us for our mission. Let the time speedily draw 
near when all the earth will become one atoning 
altar, from which all hearts and spirits shall flame 
up to Thee in burning love. Let Thy message of 
truth and Thy word of righteousness like protecting 
cherubim, spread their wings over the sanctuary of 
mankind united in and with Thee. Let this bro- 
therhood of man, like yon candlestick of pure gold, 
shine in seven-fold luater in the higher temple, and

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The Congregation in Silent Devotion. 
O God and Father, my lieart trembles, for I know 
that Thy seixrching eye from whicli nothing can be 
liidden or concealed, is upon me. I feel most 
keenly that often I have been slow to fulfil my 
(luticd; tliat often I have acted against my better 
will, against the holy law engraven on the tablets of 
my innennost heart; that even my good actions 
have not always been free from base motives ; and 
I remember that much, alas, remains for me to 
do, for the neglect of which my conscience has so 
long but in vain been chiding me. Now in this 
sacred place, on the holiest of days, when I more 
(»learly and distinctly than ever become conscious 
of Thine all -pervading presence, the thick veil 
l>efore my eyes is rent, and I awaken with pain- 
liil surprise, to the gnawing sense of emptiness in 
my bosom. I realize the shadow-like flightiness, 
the hollow pretense and vanity of all my ambitions 
and plans, of all this impatient striving and restless 
cunning. Breath of Thy breath is my soul— a spirit 
of Thy s[)irit, an angel crowned with honor and 
glory, destined to be the ruler enthroned within my 
very being. Thou didst appoint my l>ody to be the 
soul's servant during the l>rief span of time of my 
earthly pilgrimage, that by obedience to the counsel 
of this keeper and guardian, I might learn to know 
Thee and Thy will and thus be led, as was my ori- 
irinal destiny, to the glorious sanctuary of peace and 
light which Thy hands have prepared for all Thy 
woishipers, therein to abide forever. But perverting 
with wioke^l purj^ose the wise order of Tliine inten- 
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tions, 1 yoked this angel to sinful and low passions, 
degrading the appointed ruler to the station of the 
slave while the servant usurped the power of an un- 
questioned despot. Not was I desirous of listening 
to Thy divine word ; not did I care to lay up possess- 
ions which wiH not perish ; not was I zealous for the 
knowledge and in the reverence of Thy holy nanae 
and will ; not did I think of Thee and the ultimate 
goal heyond the grave. No, to gratify my senses, to 
amass things of dust and decay, seemed to me the 
main end and purpose of my life. For temporal 
gain and wage I put forth the strength of my 
whole being ;^ to this aim I consecrated my every 
thought and impulse, year after year, by day or by 
night, when I rose to my wearing task and when I 
laid me down to my worried sleex^. I counted lost the 
hours which I devoted to Thee and Thy holy 
word ; I esteemed — for shame - irretrievably mis- 
spent the few moments during which I would re- 
member my higher dignity and vocation to live, as 
it behooves one in whom stirs a God-born spirit, for 
other things than earthly pomp and power. Rare as 
were these minutes which I laid as a sacrifice on 
Thine altar and not on that of my idol, often would 
I in my blindness reproach myself therefor and ac- 
cuse myself of inexcusable wastefulness and call my- 
self a fool, because, forsooth, I had ceased for these 
short respites, to be a fool. 

What, indeed, am I, O inscrutable God, without 
Thee ? Less than a shadow's shadow. Thine is all, 
all I have and am. Tliine eyes have watched over 
me from the verjr first beginning of my being. Thy 
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hand lias guided my footsteps and led me unscathed 
through the thousand dangers tliat always encom- 
pass weak and helpless man. Thy love never wearied 
of refreshing and sustaining me. I could not b^n to 
number the boons and gifts with which every day, 
nay, every hour of my life, since my earliest infancy, 
has teemed. Even in the bitter things which Thou 
wouldst send unto me, my feeble eye after all learned 
to trace the signs of Thy providential purpose to 
profit me. The discipline of suffering was a means 
to strengthen me ; my mourning was always prelude 
to greater joy and my tears were meant to water 
the seeds from which j^eace and happiness abound- 
ing Avere to issue forth in beauty. 

Yet how did I acknowledge Thy gracious guid- 
ance? When of good cheer I received my fullest 
fill ; when the most ardent and the boldest wishes of 
my heart found a ready consummation, I did not 
give })raise unto Thee ; no, I lauded my own self. I 
fast forgot the vows I had jiledged when the burden 
of distress was pressing heavily upon me; and though 
Thou hadst rescued me from my troubles, I boasted of 
my wisdom, my prowess, m?/ insight, my energy. I 
proclaimed my glory instead of Thine, and intoned 
songs of triumph and burned incense, not to Thee 
but to my own self. I set myself up as a god to 
whom to pay worship. But, if Thy w^isdom saw fit 
to try me or to chastise me with sorrow, I did indeed 
bethink me of Thee — but not to seek and find 
strength and comfort with Thee, who art the Rock 
immovable of our refuge in times of trouble. No, I 
would break out in presumptuous accusations against 
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Tliy [government ; I wuiil(i lay uiy mouth against 
heaven and ejieak with wiL'fced toni^ue: ''My way 
is hidden from the Lord, and my righteousness 
paasetli unaeen before niy God !" With envious eyes 
I bogrudged the auceesa of the evildoers whose orn- 
ament is pride and wliose garment of glory is un- 
acrujiulous iniquity. When these from their heiglit 
talked scornful words and uttered falsehoods and 
breathed forth malice, I imagined myself forsaken 
of Thee — of Thee who leadest out the starry hosts 
by number and knowest all their names that none 
goeth astray. So, what should hare been a lever to 
my strength and a wing to my power, became unto 
me a very snare. 

Aa the misapprehension of my fate often led me 
to stumble, ao also was I brought to fall by the im- 
pulses and inclinations of my heart. Pure and un- 
spotted have they come from Thine hand, flames and 
fires blaring and blouding ever anew on the hearth- 
stone of life to shed light and give warmth and to 
bring forth joy and dehght. Thou hast implanted 
into man's heart the desire to do evil that in freedom 
and with strong resolve he might subdue it under 
the dominion of the holy Seraph, the prompting to 
do good, which also resides in his bosom. As 
the tears which flow from the bitter experiences of 
life, when patiently borne and with noble faith, are 
turned into precious pearls, so the restless craving for 
evil, manfully resisted and brought under control, 
will add a .'(hining gem to the crown of its conqueror. 
But did 1 try to win this precious prize ? Ah, no I 
I failed and was overcome ; 1 walked after the luat 
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of my eyes, thinking tlmt peace would be mine if I 
followed the blind passions of my heart. I deemed 
happiness sprung from the consciousness of being 
at-one wdth Thee, rooted in the knowledge of my 
unsullied manhood, based on self-respecting human 
dignity and engendered by the sweet approval of my 
conscience, of much less value and concern than the 
wild excitement of a brief hour of intoxicating self- 
indulgence and the hasty draught from the cup of 
pleasures which leave as their dregs gall and worm- 
wood. 

In my folh', I sought i)eace and joy in throwing off 
the wholesome restraint of obedience to Thy holy 
law. And now^ my soul is like a sea swept by storms 
which fling to the surface only froth and mire. In 
frivolous heedlessness I often have wickedly set 
aside the reverence due to Thee and Thy holy 
name. Thy holy name, the honor and glory of 
which is announced by thousand voiced choirs in 
the heights and the depths and w^hich no creature 
should dare utter without veneration, I bore many a 
time, thoughtlessly, on my lips as a hollow and 
meaningless phrase; in jest or in pledge to con- 
firm a i>romise in which my heart had no part or 
which, if sincerely given, I often neglected to keep. 
Or I used it when angry or carried away by passion 
and selfishness, w^hen intent upon revenging myself, 
to clinch and render forcible sinful resolutions, yea 
even imprecations and curses and the cruelties of 
religious intolerance. 

In my dealings with men, some of whom are still 
living and others are gone to their reward, I have in- 
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curred grievous guilt or been neglectful of my duties. 
I have wronged persons to whom I am bound 
by the most sacred ties. I requited the sweet love 
of mother and the self-sacrificing devotion of father 
with ingratitude, with indifference and disobedience.' 
The dear companion of my life, joined unto me 
in the indissoluble bond of a love which should be 
most holy and inviolable, and willing to share my 
joys and to lighten for me my burdens, I have not 
rewarded with the due measure of fidelitv, kindness 
and attention. I have not always shrunk from 
grieving, by word or deed, the faithful heart so 
closely hnked to mine, nor refrained from neglecting 
the most sacred duties of matrimonial life in my 
stolid indifference or carelessness. And not seldom 
was I selfish enough to reward the offerings of tender 
love and touching devotion with a callous heart, a 
gloomy look and sullen coldness. 

Nor have I been as mindful as I should have 
been of my sacred duties towards my children, the 
most precious gifts Thy love has bestowed upon me. 
I have neglected to give the right attention to their 
rearing and their education. I have failed to set 
them an example worthy of imitation, and to im- 
part to them teachings apt to make the rocky path of 
life smooth before them. I have been careless to do 
all in my power to secure even their worldly welfare, 
and have been still more negligent of their spiritual 
needs. I laid more stress upon their external come- 
liness than upon their inner worth ; more upon their 
outward appearance than upon the nobility of their 

h«AM, the fi^mneiiM \^t iheti* fikMm^h %\\^ hm^%}t ^ 
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their soul. I was more anxious to bring them up 
for the vanities of the world, than in the spirit of 
God, for virtue and truth. I have not set my house- 
hold in order with sufficient circumspection, nor so 
arranged my affairs, though I might have done so, 
as to be fully prepared to depart this life without 
anxiety about the material comforts of those closest 
and dearest to me. 

And when I examine into my conduct to my fel- 
low-men, to the members of the whole human femily , 
to all my brothers and sisters in the household of 
my heavenly Father, to each of whom I am bound 
by sacred ties ; when I reftect how often from my 
lips harsh words fell like barbed arrows into timid 
and trembling hearts ; how often my tongue sent on 
its destructive errand the deadly poison of calumny 
against the innocent ; how often in an evil mood or 
sheer heartlessness I, heedless of his tears, spumed 
from my door a poor and needy brother, and instead 
of lifting him up with kindness, crushed him to the 
very ground by haughtiness and overbearing; how 
often from thoughtlessness, or from envy and vin- 
dictiveness, I kindled the firebrand of discord be- 
tween brother and brother, between friend and 
friend ; when I reflect how little I cared to promote 
the welfare and to guard the honor of Israel, the 
prosperity and growth of my congregation, the splen-

Great is 
my anguish: hear me! Draw nigh unto my soul, 
and deliver me in my distress !

Since 
those days, many circling centuries have run their 
appointed course; generations well nigh too num- 
erous to be counted have come, acted their part and 
gone again to their rest; a mighty flood of events 
hath swept across the stage of time — and yet, the 
vision of the years when Levitical choirs sang their 
hymns and priestly bands performed their sacred 
offices in yon temple's courts, even at this hour, 
stirreth to quick response our mind, and the thought 
of them even now setteth aglow our very hearts with 
a solemn feeling, akin to that which possesseth the 
soul of an old man when after a pilgrimage rich in 
varied experience and weary trials, he retraceth in 
memory his steps and lingereth by the spot where he 
spent his life's early and happy morning. Even we 
cannot but regard these distant periods as the fertile 
virgin soil which gave nurture to the sustaining root. 
From it sprang in robust vigor the stock and stem of 
our innermost consciousness, our spiritual life, our 
own religion. Indeed, Israel under the chastening 
discipline of unnumbered battles, waged both within 
and without his own camp, hath grown far, far be- 
yond these hours of his infancy. Though he hath 
both deepened his conception of God and heightened 
his love for Him, yet the breath which quickened 
the spiritual life of our earliest epoch hath remained 
unchanged in its longing after God ; it still sustaineth 
and swayeth our own spiritual aspirations. As then^ 
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SO now, the sons of Jacob believe that we are called 
to hold aloft the torch of God's truth; and the 
light of this thought, assuming with the pro- 
gress of centuries ever a clearer and more intense 
brilliancy and casting its rays ift ever- widening circles, 
hath shone forth in Israel in unvaried glory all 
these long years. As to-day, on this so high and 
sublime holiday, wherever they may tent on this 
wide globe, all the members of our priestly commun- 
ity offer unto Thee the sin-offering of a contrite 
heart and the vows of true repentance, so did of old 
our fathers on Mount Zion, on this day, draw nigh 
unto Thee with sincere purpose and solemn inten- 
tions. In the temple, then, as here among us now, 
hearts throbbed with one anxiety, with one grief; 
there, as here, one hope and one expectation winged 
the souls of all : — ^the yeariring after Thee and the 
thought of Thy salvation, the assurance that Thou, 
O God, wilt refresh those that crv unto Thee in the 
drought. Yea, this, our spiritual patrimony, Thy 
love which worketh wonders, hath marvelously pre- 
served for us amidst the destructive storms and from 
the raging billows of millenia. The survey of the ages 
which stretch from the hoary past of our weak begin- 
nings to the young days of our present fuller strength, 
may well fill us with wonder at the triumphant 
preservation of the fundamental truth, the underly- 
ing thought, in the ceaseless whirl of changing forms, 
customs and circumstances ; but this fact should also 
be an incentive unto us to contribute in due measure 
to the further and essential preservation of our 
peculiar spiritual possessions. Our history's lessons

are indeed, if rightly appreciated, a mighty call unto 
Israel ever anew to search the depths of his own his- 
toric self-consciousness, and thence to draw the know- 
ledge and courage to remain true unto Thee and unto 
himself, by laying to his own heart the mirrored reflec- 
tions of his past, so full of warning and admonition, 
of cheer and promise. Give unto us, God, the right 
understanding, as we recall how the high-priest of 
old, clad in white robes and with a face radiant with 
the light of a holy hope, would on this day enter 
alone and trembling with awe, the holy of holies to 
perform the high duty of his solemn office, that we 
may learn to behold in him the personal and historic 
symbol of the wide fellowship of Israel, destined as 
Thy high-priest, to robe himself in the white of heal- 
ing innocency and, bowing down in utter reverence 
before Thy throne, to sanctify himself and others to 
Thy service. 

The high-priest would first implore Thy grace and 
forgiveness for himself and his house. He, the ap- 
pointed guardian of the sanctuary, the herald of 
Thy message of peace, felt above all the necessity of 
being at peace with Thee, of being cleansed in Thy 
sight, to dispel every cloud between Thee and him. 
Mayest Thou to-day send unto the teachers in Israel, 
the men who are called to proclaim Thy truth in the 
assembly of Thy people, strength and wisdom, in- 
sight and self-knowledge, to watch over their words 
and their ways, that they may truly teach Thee in 
the spirit and plant the fruit-bearing seeds of 
Thy word into many hearts. Let their lips guard 
knowledge and their life be sweet with the fragrance 
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of the peace which cometh from Thee. Let tliem, 
the leaders, not fell out by the wayside and thus 
cause others to go astray and to stumble. Grant 
that every Jew, mindful of his priestly vocation, 
watch with redoubled care over his own thoughts 
and ambitions. Make him have a care of what 
he doeth and what he leaveth undone; let him !>e 
scrupulously zealous in guiding the conduct of his 
own family, that his home, be it humble or rich, 
become a sanctuary of Thine, an altar wherefrom 
shall rise upward at all time the flame of truth 
and righteousness. Knowing how often we have 
fallen short of this, our duty, in deep shame and 
repentance, yet in the unshaken confidence that Thy 
mercies have no end, we, too, would, as did of old 
the high-priest, from the depth of our troublerl 
hearts, exclaim :

Sacrifices Thou demandest not, Lord, but love in 
heart and soul. Thou hast no pleasure in thousands 
of rams, in ten thousand of rivers of oil. Thou hast 
told us what is good, and what Thou requirest of us : 
to do justly and to love mercy, to walk with Thee 
even in the most hidden solitudes where no human 
eye can see us ; to plead the cause of the widow and 
the orphan, to love the stranger and to give him food 
and raiment; to break the bonds of oppression, to set 
the bound free, and not to hide ourselves from our 
own flesh. To fear Thee, to serve Thee, to cling unto 
Thee, to swear by Thy name for truth's and justice's 
sake only, — ^this is the offering Thou wilt accept and 
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the fast in which Thou delightest. By such sanctifi- 
cation Thou wouldst have Thy people bear witness un- 
to Thee in all the zones of the globe, and glorify Thy 
name. That we might in this wise give witness unto 
Thee and glory unto Thy name, Thou hast sent us 
unto all the countries of the earth. For many, many 
centuries Israel, because thus dispersed, believed that 
he was cast out from Thy presence on account of his 
transgressions, because with the loss of his own an- 
cient land £tnd home the altar of atonement had fal- 
len into ruins and the ministrations of the sacrificing 
priest had ceased. And especially on this solemn 
day the thdlight of our fathers used to revert 
with intense longing and ineflfahle sorrow to the 
fallen sanctuary of Zion, and its vanished magnifi- 
cence ; and from their grieving hearts was wrung 
many a loud lament that the impressive service in 
the temple's stately halls had become a mere 
memory and regret. Their eyes were filled with 
tears when they remembered that the choired 
songs of the Levites were hushed in silence; 
when they recalled that where thousands used to 
intone the sacred anthems, none there was to lift 
up his voice. They sighed in bitter grief when they 
recited the details of the ancient ritual: how at 
the altar the sacrifice was offered in behalf of the 
whole congregation, or how the sacrificial animal 
was led out into the desert to Azazel to carry away 
the burden of the community's transgressions; 
they could not restrain their sobs when the sad 
certainty took possession of their minds that this 
beautiful ceremonial so full of deep meaning was 
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only a reminiscence; that no longer the high-priest, 
clad in the kingly robes of his high dignity, 
sprinkled the blood of the atoning sacrifice seven 
times over the holy altar ; that now none of Aaron's 
successors, in the splendor of his holy ardor resem- 
bling the brilliancy of the seven starred constellation, 
in the presence of a host of people reverently kneel- 
ing in the dust, could stir to their depths their souls 
with his hopeful announcement : "Before your God, 
you will be cleansed of your sins" ; that none there 
was to stand, as it were, like the angel between the 
vineyards with an unsheathed sword and ward off sin, 
lurking Satan. Yea, their sorely tried hearts grew 
faint at the impressive contrast between those dis- 
tant days when Israel pilgrimed a joyous band of 
worshipers to God's house, singing His praises and 
chanting jubilant anthems, and their own fate which 
made tears their meat by day and by night. Oft on 
their lips would quiver the mournful query : "When, 
O when shall I come and be seen before the coun- 
tenance of God? Why, Lord, hast Thou cast us 
away and hid est Thy face in anger from Thy people, 
the sheep of Thy pasture ? Remember again Thy 
congregation, which Thou didst choose of old to be 
Thine, — the family redeemed by Thee, — Zion, Thy 
former dwelling place ! Turn Thee in Thy might 
again unto yon everlasting ruins that the enemy 
roar no longer from Thine establishments !" 

And this belief that they were forsaken and their 
religion was through their dispersion abandoned 
and destined to desolation, grew apace with the ever 
increasing bitterness and disconsolate condition of 
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their worldly circumstance. Of varied kinds were 
the trials which they had to undergo; heavy was 
the hand of the oppressors on them. Not a day 
passed but they had to encounter scorn and meet 
shame. Every one of their steps was dogged by im- 
placable enemies; every one of their words was 
turned into an occasion for jeers : their most sacred 
sentiments were pitilessly outraged by the hooting 
rabble of the street ; their life was often endangered 
by the fury of mobs goaded on by blind fanaticism, 
by maliciously fomented hatred to wreak revenge for 
iniquities unjustly imputed to them. Their eyes 
were, indeed, veiled by their tears. They could not 
but be haunted in the sadness of their heart by the 
thought that, hiding Thy face from them. Thou 
hadst doomed the scattered sons of Israel to be the 
outcasts of the nations. They could not but sus- 
pect that their tormentors spoke true when holding 
them to be sufferers for their unpardoned sins and 
bearers of a curse for their misdeeds, while, in very 
truth, they were martyrs to their unshaken fidelity 
to Thy covenant, which to forsake they could not be 
lured by glittering promises of reward, nor forced by 
never so cruel and fiendish devices. No, they clung 
unto Thee, though surrounded by ravenous monsters 
and lions roaring for prey. In the very shadow 
of horrible death, they would not forget Thy name; 
they would not save themselves from torture and 
physical wretchedness by stretching out their hands 
to clutch a strange god. 

Thanks and praise be unto Thee, God of hosts, 
that Thou hast opened our eyes to the fulness of 
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Thine unchanging kindness, and made us under- 
stand at last that our dispersion throughout the 
habitations of man is not a token of Thy wrath. 
We recognize in Thy providential guidance of 
our wandering footsteps the abundance of Thy 
grace. The covenant with the fathers was not 
suspended or superseded, but newly sealed and 
confirmed when the altar fell and the sacerdotal 
service in the temple came to an end. We had 
to forego the sacrificial ritual and symbols, but 
not the thought and element that gave them 
life and meaning; we still may come unto Thee 
and win Thy forgiveness by making our hearts 
whole with Thee in true repentance and in the 
strong resolve to consecrate our very life-blood to 
Thy service. In Thy pardoning love. Thou receivest 
with open arms Thy wayward child, who would 
foreswear his evil doings and return unto Thee. 
Thy fatherly pity is unto all that seek Thee and 
would find Thee, in whatever words they may cry 
out for Thine aid in the night of their penitent wak- 
ing and watching, and by whatever path they 
would approach Thy throne. Thy mercies have 
not ceased ; they are as Thou art, above all change 
of time and free from the tethers of space. 
For Thine is every beast of the forest and the 
cattle upon a thousand hills : Thou knowest all the 
fowls of the mountains and the wild beasts of 
the field are Thine. Thine is the earth and the 
fulness thereof. Thou eatest not the flesh of bulls; 
Thou drinkest not the blood of goats. But we 
shall offer unto Thee the sacrifice of thanksgiving 
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for Thy countless mercies; we will pledge unto 
Thee unshakable fidelity in thought and deed 
and pay our vows unto Thee. We shall call upon 
Thee in the day of our sore trouble — Thou wilt de- 
liver us ; yea, when the floods lift up their angry 
roar, we will confide in Thee and shall not be con- 
founded. Thus and thus alone wilt Thou be glori- 
fied. Not hath been taken away from us the priestly 
office. No, it hath passed from the house of Aaron 
to the whole community of Israel. Not as a sinner, 
burdened with the penalty of his iniquity, did 
Israel go forth into the wider world, but his was the 
mission of the suflering Messiah. Leaving behind 
him his old home, the temple and its sacrificial cult, 
the pomp of the sacerdotal services ; giving up the 
symbolism of the age of his preparation for his 
larger historic duty; he marched forth to found 
everywhere temples of a truer worship and a deeper 
knowledge of God and to lead by his self-sacrificing 
devotion all mankind to the spiritual altar of atone- 
ment. He was both priest and sacrifice, sent out like 
the sacrificial goat in the old ritual into the desert, 
taking the sins of all men upon his own shoulders 
and carrying them away. When the flames con- 
sumed the local sanctuary on Zion, according to 
Thine inscrutable wisdom, merely an emblem fore- 
shadowing Israel's greatness to be, was destroyed. 
For to infinitely higher duties than were those of 
Aaron's descendants, hast Thou called all the sons of 
the priestly household of Israel. Aaron's family min- 
istered to one tribe alone, Israel — to all mankind.

E^et the young learn to 
know how vain is dawn's beauty, how well to re- 
member the Creator in the days of one's youth, 
before the years draw nigh in which the sun and 
the moon and the stars are darkened, ere snow 
covereth our head, and sod — our body. This very 
body, — frail cerement woven of dust though it be — 
Thou hast dignified to be a dwelling place of Thine, 
a sanctuary unto Thee, a minister unto Thy spirit, 
heaven-bom, which Thou hast united with it for the 
brief span of its earthly pilgrimage. Even this 
ulay-moulded frame issued pure from Thine hand.

Tliou hast thus purposed, that man 
iflhould, and hast set before him the possibility to
